would be able to bear beins Beaten,, longer than we 
could afford to Beat them. Thefe were my Senti- 
ments, and therefore! muft own, [ was never 
more concern’d upon any Publick Account, 
than I was when the. Negotiations at the 
Hague and Gertruydenberg broke off; then 
I could not forbear apprehending we made 
ufe of our Victories rather to prolong, 
than to fix#fh the War; that we apply’d our 
Strength and our Politicks chiefly, if not 
folely, to fupport either the Intereft ox the 
Glory of our. Atlies, the Emperor, the Dutch, 
the Portuguefe, and the Prince of Mendelheim ; 
and that we had it lefs in our View to make all 
of them fafe, than to make fome of them formi- 
dable, The Way of Managing the War too, ap- 
peared to me fo fenfelefs , at the fame time it 
appeared to all the World fo amazjagl#® ex- 
pewlive, that I could not but be jealous that it 
was defigned rather againft Ourfelves, than 
again{t our Enemies; that thofe who we:e our 
Mafters at that time had dark Purpofes, and 
perhaps were contriving, that we fhould either 
not be able, or not think it worth while, to 
refift any Invafion, either from the Pretender 
abroad, or our Tyrants at home, when we 
had hardly any thing left to lofe; in fhort, 
that “twas intended this flourifhing Kingdom 


‘fhou’d be brought to the extremeit Degree of 


Poverty, ‘which is often the Caufe, as ‘tis al- 
ways the Effect, of Slavery. 

Thefé Reflections, and others of this kind, 
have often made me ready to think it difficult 
to contrive fuch a Peace as cou’d be likely to 
bring fo fudden and fo certain a Ruin upon 
Us, as this extravagant War: And therefore 
I cannot, ’m confident, with |uftice, be fuf- 
peéted, out of Complaifance or Flattery, to 
give my Approbation to fo very good a Peace, 
as Her M y is now making for us. But 
though this Peace will probably be a Safe one, 
and without Difpute will be a very Honourable 
one, I muft*ftill think, in my humble Opinicn, 
that Her M——y’s faithful Subjeéts have not 
more Reafon to be pleas’d with the Peace it 
felf, than they have to applaud Her Steadinefs 
and Refolution in purfuing it, againft the ftub- 
Born and crafty Oppofition of fome Allies 
abroad, that envy the Profperity of our Coun- 
try, and their Confederates here at home, that can- 
not prevail upon themfelves to like the Con- 
ftitution of it.. | 
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If it were neceffary, I cou’d, upon this Oc- 
cafion, quote many Examples, both antient 
and modern, to prove, that fome Nations, 
even in the moft profperous Condition, have 
been fo far intoxicated with* Succef$, as to 
perfift in a War to their utter Ruin: But there 
is one Inftance of this kind, in Livy, that may 
fo eafily, as well as fo juftly,. be appljed «by 
the Candid Reader, to our Circumftances, that 
I hope I fhall be allowed, without any Impu- 
tation of Pedaintry, to mention it. 

That Hitorian tells us, That after the Bat- 
tle of Canne, there was a great Debate in thie 
Carthaginian Senate about the Meafares that 
were fit to be taken in thit Junéture; Hannibal 
demanded great Supplies ofall kinds to carry 
on the War with Vigour; all thofe of his 
Fattion feconded that Propofal, aad branded 
the beft Patriots, who differed from them in 
Judgment, with the unpopular Name of Ro- 


mans. However Harro, one of thofe Romans,’ 


had the Boldnefs to give his Opinion for Peace, 
and to tell his Country-men, That he could 
not go along with them in the General Joy 
for that great Victery, uunlefs the Effect o! 
their Succefles was an advantag@ous Peace: 
That he obferved, that at the fame time Han- 
nibal told them he had deftroyed the Enemies 
Armies, he defired more Forees ; at the fame 
time he told them he had gota vait Booty, he 
defired great Supplies; What more could He 
bave asked, {ays lie, ij be had been beaten? How- 
ever this honeft Gentleman, though he had 
probably many of his Opinion, had then but 
few @f his Side : Hannibal was fo very power- 
ful, that ‘his Partizans cou’d not but be very 
numerous; 2nd maif¥ People were fo blinded 
with the Viétories of this Fortunate, as well as 
really Skilful General, that-they would be con- 
tented with oorhiag lefs than the entire Con- 
queft of the Romans, fo twas voted to pufh oa 
the War withVigour , the Confequence of which 
was the entire Ruin of the Carthaginians.
